We  have  been  working  on 
our  new  edition  for  some  time,  but  for  a great  many 
reasons  we  have  been  delayed  in  getting  our  material 
into  the  hands  of  the  printer.  Since  the  blooming  season 
is  now  approaching,  we  have  decided  to  hold  our  material 
until  a little  later  in  the  season  so  that  we  may  get  new 
pictures  of  our  latest  originations.  We  have  completely 
revised  the  old  Manual.  Our  new  book  will  contain  72 
pages  of  reading  matter  which  we  hope  will  prove  both 
interesting  and  helpful  to  every  peony  lover.  That  you 
may  have  some  idea  of  what  this  book  contains,  we  want 
to  give  you  a brief  account  of  its  contents.  We  have 
given  you  a brief  history  of  the  peony,  an  account  of 
all  the  leading  originators  of  this  beautiful  flower  and 
the  story  of  how  we  have  gone  about  to  produce  new 
varieties.  We  have  also  worked  out  tables  which  we 
believe  will  be  very  helpful  in  making  your  selection  when 
you  wish  to  purchase  roots.  We  are  also  answering  hun- 
dreds of  questions  that  have  come  to  us  from  the  peony 
enthusiasts  all  over  the  country.  Some  of  these  questions 
are: 

Why  is  it  my  peonies  do  not  bloom? 

Why  do  some  peonies  in  a row  do  well  while  others 
fail  entirely? 

What  peony  support  do  you  advise? 

What  kind  of  markers  do  you  use? 

What  harm  does  the  ant  do? 

Etc.,  etc. 

OUR  GUARANTEE.  We  guarantee  our  stock  to  be 
true  to  name.  But  there  is  always  a chance  of  mistake. 
Should  a customer  receive  from  us  a root  that  eventually 
proves  not  true,  we  will  replace  the  root  with  one  that  is 
true  and  the  customer  may  retain  the  root  sent  in  the 
first  place.  We  also  consider  that  we  grow  peonies  as 
free  from  any  disease  as  can  be  grown  in  the  country. 
We  never  plant  on  the  same  soil  twice  until  other  stock 
has  been  grown  on  this  soil  for  a period  of  six  or  more 
years.  In  the  meantime  we  grow  alfalfa,  corn,  and  other 
crops.  Also  we  have  destroyed  the  entire  stock  of  many 
varieties  because  the  roots  were  affected  and  we  would 
not  send  these  to  any  of  our  customers. 

SIZE  OF  ROOTS.  We  are  listing  just  one  size  of 
root,  a large  division.  It  is  needless  for  us  to  tell  our 
former  customers  anything  about  the  quality  of  roots  that 
we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  sending  out,  but  we  guar- 
antee a perfectly  satisfactory  root  to  all  who  purchase 
from  us.  We  believe  that  a strong  division  is  better  than 
a yearling,  a two-year-old,  or  a three-year-old  root.  For 
this  reason  we  have  not  encouraged  customers  to  purchase 
yearlings  or  clumps  by  putting  prices  in  our  list.  But  if 
you  wish  these  roots,  we  can  supply  them  at  whatever 
price  they  may  be  listed  elsewhere. 
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JUST  A WORD  ABOUT  PRICES 

In  reading  through  our  price  list,  it  will  be  noted 
that  we  list  no  peony  root  for  less  than  $1.00.  We  have 
found  that  if  we  are  to  survive  in  business  that  we  must 
have  our  range  of  prices  in  line  with  the  range  of  prices 
of  other  commodities.  We  find  that  we  can  not  handle 
peonies  at  50  cents  and  75c  per  root  and  give  a satisfac- 
tory root  and  still  make  a fair  profit.  We'  have  discarded 
from  our  list  every  peony  that  we  do  not  consider  worth 
$1.00  and  have  decided  to  sell  no  roots  for  less  than  this 
amount.  On  the  other  hand,  wherever  we  have  raised 
the  price  to  $1.00  we  are  giving  a better  root.  In  other 
words,  if  you  find  that  we  are  asking  $1.00  for  a root  of 
a variety  such  as  Edulis  Superba,  you  may  rest  assured 
that  we  will  send  you  a root  that  is  well  worth  your  $1.00. 

DISCOUNTS.  We  have  offered  a few  collections 
which  we  feel  will  help  those  who  are  buying  their  first 
peonies.  But  to  those  who  already  have  purchased  a 
number  we  feel  that  you  are  in  a position  to  make  your 
own  selection.  If  you  make  up  your  own  list  we  feel 
that  you  should  be  entitled  to  the  same  rate  of  discount 
as  you  would  receive  if  you  were  purchasing  a list  made 
up  by  us.  For  this  reason,  we  are  willing  that  you  should 
select  $11.00  worth  of  roots  for  $10.00;  $27.50  worth  for 
$25.00;  $57.50  worth  for  $50.00;  and  $120.00  worth  for 
$100.00.  If  you  take  these  discounts,  payment  must  reach 
us  before  shipment  is  made  so  that  we  shall  have  no 
extra  book  work  to  do.

MRS.  JOHN  M.  KLEITSCH  (A.  M.  Brand  1925). 
A pure  lavender  pink  of  great  size.  This  is  the  flower 
that  at  the  St.  Paul  National  Show  was  shown  in  the  bud. 
It  did  not  open  until  the  second  day  and  after  the  judg- 
ing was  all  over.  When  it  did  open  it  was  the  wonder 
of  all  who  beheld  it.

Just  as  soon  as  your 
peony  roots  arrive  open 
the  package  and  place 
the  roots  in  water  for 
at  least  24  hours.  This 
insures  perfect  growth. 

Have  your  soil  thor- 
oughly prepared.  Plant 
in  a good  mellow  soil 

with  the  top  of  the 

buds  or  eyes  from  two 
to  three  inches  below  the  surface  level.  This  is  very 
important.  Peonies  planted  too  deep  do  not  bloom.  Pe- 
onies planted  too  shallow  are  apt  to  have  the  crown  hurt 
by  the  winter  which  causes  them  to  die. 

The  illustration  inserted  here  shows  very  plainly  how 
deep  to  plant.  The  illustration  is  of  a good  3 to  5 eye 

division.  You  have  dug  a hole  2 feet  in  diameter  and 

from  one  to  one  and  a half  feet  deep.  Now  place  enough 
loose  soil  back  into  the  hole  so  that  when  you  have 
tramped  it  down  hard  so  that  it  will  not  settle  any  more, 
and  have  placed  the  peony  root  in  the  hole,  it  rests  on 
the  bottom  with  the  eyes  as  shown  in  the  illustration, 
from  two  to  three  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground. 
Hold  the  division  erect  in  the  center  of  the  hole  with  one 
hand  and  with  the  other  draw  in  the  soil  and  pack  it 
firmly  about  the  root  with  hands  and  feet,  until  the  hole 
is  filled  up  so  that  just  the  eyes  show,  then  fill  in  the 
balance  of  the  hole,  and  firm  lightly. 

Before  planting  be  sure  to  remove  all  packing  mate- 
rial such  as  moss  or  shavings  from  about  the  roots  and 
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also  unwind  all  marking  labels.  Oftentimes  a root  is 
killed  by  planting  it  with  the  labels  wired  to  the  plant. 

Do  not  use  much  manure  about  the  plants  after 
planted  unless  the  soil  is  poor.  And  then  do  not  let  the 
manure  come  in  direct  contact  with  the  roots  or  tops. 

In  cutting  the  flowers  always  leave  at  least  two 
leaves  on  each  stem  of  the  plant  left  on  the  bush.  Don’t 
cut  the  tops  off  your  plants  after  they  have  bloomed 
until  after  the  first  of  September.

We  have  never  given  the  time  and  thought  to  Iris 
that  we  have  to  Peonies.  And  still  we  have  several  acres 
devoted  to  this  beautiful  flower  and  have  what  we  con- 
sider a very  creditable  collection. 

We  have  invested  a great  deal  of  money  from  time 
to  time  in  Iris.  We  have  bought  many  of  the  new  varie- 
ties as  they  have  come  out,  and  have  lost  many  of  the 
choice  kinds  mostly  through  rot,  but  occasionally  from 
other  causes. 

The  varieties  which  we  list  seem  to  stand  best  the 
vicissitudes  which  commonly  beset  the  Iris. 

We  have  hesitated  to  venture  more  heavily  into  the 
newer  Iris  as  they  come  out  mainly  because  of  the  fact  of 
its  being  a flower  so  easily  and  quickly  produced  from 
seed.  Because  of  this  ease  of  production  originators  are 
enabled  to  flood  the  market  with  seedlings.  Many  of 
these  seedlings  seem  to  us  to  be  brought  out  without 
sufficient  testing  as  to  their  true  merit.  Hence  many 
inferior  sorts  are  offered.  All  the  new  kinds  are  sent  out 
at  high  prices.  But  since  Iris  is  rapid  of  multiplication, 
the  price  soon  drops  not  only  for  the  poor  sorts  but  with 
the  good  ones  also. 

Now  in  listing  our  Iris  we  have  been  careful  to  offer 
only  those  kinds  which  after  careful  trial  we  find  of  real 
value  and  which  seem  to  do  well  under  our  conditions  and 
we  think  they  will  do  as  well  in  the  hands  of  our  custo- 
mers. 

Some  Iris  should  be  found  in  every  planting.  It  is 
the  first  lasting  touch  of  color  of  summer.  The  quick 
passing  tulips  are  going  when  the  beautiful  graceful  Iris 
in  all  its  delicacy  of  color  comes  to  gladden  our  eyes  and 
to  span  the  interval  between  the  passing  of  the  tulip 
and  the  coming  of  that  gorgeous  queen  of  the  garden, 
the  still  more  beautiful  peony. 

Flower  of  a thousand  shades,  it  is  found  in  many  col- 
ors, in  the  purest  white,  in  the  most  delicate  pinks  and 
lavenders,  as  well  as  in  all  the  different  tones  of  yellow, 
violet,  blue,  purple,  bronze,  and  red. 

Iris  prices,  after  a variety  has  been  in  commerce  a 
few  years,  rest,  as  a rule,  on  a very  low  level.  One  can 
buy  the  best  of  Iris  at  a very  reasonable  price.  Because 
of  the  rapidity  with  which  the  flower  multiplies,  it  can 
be  bought  at  much  lower  prices  than  must  be  paid  for 
peonies. 

Twelve  years  ago  we  bought  12  plants  of  the  good 
yellow  Iris,  Sherwin  Wright.  At  the  same  time,  we  had 
some  50  roots  of  the  peony,  Martha  Bulloch.  From  these 
12  Sherwin  Wrights  we  have  sold  thousands  of  plants  and 
probably  have  5,000  plants  on  hand,  and  yet  we  have  not 
attempted  to  multiply  as  fast  as  we  could.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  have  bent  every  effort  to  the  production  of 
Martha  Bulloch  and  still  do  not  have  over  200  roots  with 
which  to  fill  this  fall’s  orders.  Thus  it  can  be  seen  at 
a glance  why  Peonies  remain  higher  in  price  than  Iris.
